prosecution of the war against the 
Huns, is that of Frank Shafranski, 
500 Union street, Stevens Point, from 
which four young men have gone out 
to don the American uniform. 


Alex, aged 25, volunteered for in- 


duction into the military service last 
May and is now completing a special 
mechanical course for army truck dri- 
vers at Michigan Agricultural and 
Mechanical college, East 
Lansing,

Adam, 23. was with a Milwaukee 


company of the National Guard on the 
Mexican border in 1916 and is now in 
Prance. 
While at Camp Douglas, 


Wis., 
and Camp MacArthur, Texas, he 


passed the examinations for a second 
lieutenancy, but so far as known he 
is still a corporal. He went abroad in 
February. 


Frank, Jr., 22, went out as a mem- 


ber of Troop 1, recruited in Stevens 
Point in the spring of 1917. He also 
went to France in February and is a 
member of Battery E, 120th Field 
Artillery, along with about a hundred 
other Portage county boys. 


Peter, 20, is in the navy, and a let- 


ter recently received from him was 
mailed at a French city 
He was* 


trained at the Great Lakes station. 


Frank Shafranski, Sr., the father 


of the four young men, is justly proud 
of the family's patriotic record. He 
has five other sons, the oldest 18 years 
of age. who have a strong inclination 
to follow in theifbrothers' footsteps 
when they get older. The mother of 
the boys died August 25, 1917. 


So far as definitely known there it 


no other Portage county family that 
has four brothers in the military ser- 
vice of the United States, although 
there are several represented 
by 


three.

under arms, but it is not known whe- 
ther they are all in the United States 
service. It is understood that one Is 
in the Polish army.

CLAMMERS BY SCORES 


Many Stevens Point People 
Find 


Temporary Means of Livelihood 


in New Industry 


In the development of the clam in- 


dustry, which has been going on in 
this vicinity during the past several 
years with considerable rapidity, hun- 
dreds of Stevens Point people have 
found temporary means of livelihood. 
The Wisconsin river for .many mi lea 
N?iow and above, Stevens Poin* is 
yielding tons of clam shells for ship- 
ment to button factories. 


On Tuesday a reprejF,|i^tative of 


The Gazette witnessed a novel sight 
a short distance below the new Jack- 
son mill dam. in the vicinity of the 
Soo line railroad bridge over the Wis- 
consin river. 
His curiosity aroused 


by columns of smoke which seemed 
to tfise UP from a dozen different 
places within hij view, he investi- 
gated. 
Than he learned that each 


column of smoke marked a clam "fac- 
tory," where clams, fresh from the 
waters of the river, were being boiled 
preparatory to separating the shells 
from the meat. Groups of men anl 
boys were everywhere — they were 
along the banks, on one of the big 
stone piers of the bridge, and on the 
head of Bliss island, just below the 
bridge. 
Clam shells were in piles 


about the fires and men and boys with 
boats were wading waist-deep in the 
river, scooping up the clams with pitch 
forks. 


"The river is full of clamers," said 


one of their number, who added that 
he. with two other men, had "cleaned 
110" $9.50 for eight-hours' work on 
Monday. Another man, he said, had 
made SI 5 the same dav. The business 
is easy to get into and easy to get out 
of, all that is necessary being a boat, 
a pitch-fork, a metal tub or some 
other vat for boiling and a willineness 
to get into the water with both feet. 


Lon Myers, proprietor of the Myers 


hotel, has been buying clam shells 
for rhe button factory at Fremont, 
and is paying $40 a ton in small lots 
and $45 a ton in large lots. Mr. Myers 
said he had paid out $800 in cash to 
clammers of Stevens Point from Mon- 
day of last week to Tuesday night of 
this week, and he is considering tak- 
ing the initiative in the establishment 
of a button factory in this city. A 
factory can be started without a large 
investment, he said, and there is no 
reason why the clams, which are so 
abundant in the river here, should not 
be manufactured at home. 


Men, 
women and children, about 50 


in number, have been delivering clams 
to Mr. Myers, and he has been using 
one of the Starks potato warehouses, 
near the Green Bay & Western depot, 
for storing the shells. 
He will ship 


a car to Fremont the last of this week. 
Mr. Myers has also bought clams at 
Knowlton, and shipped a car from 
there last week. 
The shells of the clams are greasy 


in demand for commercial purposes, 
but the meat is worthless, except for 
hog food or similar purposes. 
Some 


pearls have been found, but so far as 
known they are not of much value be- 
cause they are of imperfect shape.

architectural firm of Brust & Philipp, 
was in the city Saturday, when he 
conferred with the directors of the 
bank. The directors passed upon the 
plans for the new building and it is 
expected that by the end of this week 
the bank will be ready to receive bids. 


The building will be 54x114 feet in 


size, with two-story effect, and will 
be used exclusively by the bank. 
It 


will be built of native sandstone, with 
Bedford stone trimmings*, and will 
have marble floors and wainscoting. 
It will embody all the latest ideas in 
bank construction and will be a de- 
cided addition to the business district 
of Stevens Point. 


The steel to be used in the new 


building will be of standard shape 
and weight and will therefore not be 
difficult to obtain. Most of the other 
material will be obtained right here 
at home. The labor situation in the 
building trades here is apparently sat- 
isfactory, so there seems to be no 
reason why the building project can- 
not be carried out this year.

STEVENSPOINT WINS 


Consolidated Company to Put Two 


Machine* in Local Paper Mill 


Instead of One 


A change of plans for the new pa- 


per mill to be built in Stevens Point 
by the Consolidated Water Power & 
Paper Co., by reason of which two 
machines will be installed instead of 
one. has been decided upon. This in- 
formation, which will be welcome news 
to residents of this city, was given 
The Gazette over the phone today by 
George W. Mead of Grand Rapids. 


Although the paper mill building 


will not be materially enlarged over 
the original plans, the additional ma- 
chine to be installed will add greatly 
to the importance of the industry and 
result in th« employment of a con- 
siderable number of additional work- 
ers. 
The company will manufacture 


both tissue paper, for wrapping but- 
ter and other food products, and high 
grade sulphite wrapping paper. 


The tissue paper machine is the one 


decided upon some time ago for the 
local mill. The other machine was 
ordered for installation in the mill of 
the Interlake Pulp & Paper Co. at 
Appleton, which is owned by the Con- 
solidated. It will be a fine machine, 
embodying the latest machanical fea- 
tures, and will enable the company to 
manufacture wrapping paper of the 
finest quality, especially adapted for 
use in food containers. It is probable 
that some or all of this paper wtfl be 
disposed of to the government. 


The sulphite pulp for the local mill 


will be shipped here from Appleton, 
where the Interlake mill is manufac- 
turing the finest grade of this kind of 
pulp. It is on* °f two or th^e m1"8 
in this country manufacturing what 
is known as Mitscherich sulphite. 
t 
All the machinery to be installed in 


the mill here has been purchased and 
some of it is now on the way to this 
city. 
Material for the construction 


of the building is also being delivered, 
and the mill will be ready for the in- 
stallation of t machinery in less than 
two months, Mr. Mead said. 
It is 


hoped to start the mill by *«"»** £ 
A special brick will be used in the 
power house at the new dam, and 
some of this is already here. 


G. L. Giddings of Appleton will be 


superintendent of the new mill here. 
Only a small part of the power devel- 
oped at the new dam will be used by 
the paper mill. The surplus power 
will be sold to the Wisconsin Valley 
Electric Co.. Mr. Mead said.

"We want to work with the business 


men of Stevens Point in a cooperative 
and progressive way in every way we 
can," is Mr. Mead's mesisage to local 
residents, as given to The Gazette. 
That his company is doing its part, no 
one familiar with the situation can 
dispute, and it is also certain that the 
people of Stevens Point will recipro- 
cate in every way possible.

START NEW ROAD SOON 


t^onstruction work on the new state 


trunk line road between Stevens Point 
and Wausau will be started in two or 
three weeks, it is expected. The plans 
for the improvement were prepared 
some time ago and forwarded to Wash- 
ington to the federal highway depart- 
ment. As soon as they are approved, 
•work will be commenced. The amount 
available in Portage county is $24,000, 
while Marathon county will have $38,- 
000. This will build nine or ten miles 
of road.

Our 
work shops will be on the first floor 
and in the basement. 


There are 250 men here, all from 


Wisconsin and a fine bunch of fellows. 
The educational requirements pre- 
vented this from being the conglom- 
eration of all classes of men that you 
see in most of the bunches that leave 
so we are mostly of the same class 
and it sure is a congenial crew. Al- 
though we now are in detention for 
an indefinite period and are not al- 
lowed to go away from headquarters, 
•time does not nan* he*vy on our 
hands for there is always something 
doing to keep us entertained.

fellow has a mandolin and we sit 
around and sing, tell stones or just 
<-hat. There is always a gang of kids 
hanging around who are anxious to 
run errands for us and sometimes, in 
the evening, they stage boxing mat- 
ches for our benefit.

To a great extent, 
morale is dependent upon the sat- 
isfaction of the soldiers that thc-ir 
loved ones at home are receiving the 
care which their own sacrifices are 
paying 'for. The British and French 
appreciate this fully and are giving 
such attention to health and general 
welfare enterprises among the civil 
population as they, never did in peace 
times. 
Just as we are determined 


to lag behind none of our Allies in 
our military operations, so must we 
lag behind none in providing intelli- 
gently for the health of thei civil 
population.

To judge from the passages Matthew 


12:44. 4«; 13 :f..r., W,; Luke 7:19; St. 
John 7:3, 5. 10, Christ undoubtedly had 
brothers and sisters. These passages, 
are. however, contradicted by others, 
from which we learn that the pretend- 
ed brothers of Christ were only his 
cousins.

Tolstoy and Turgenev in Fierce Dis- 


pute That Might Have Led to 


Deadly Encounter. 


Tolstoy and Turgenev. famous Rus- 


sian novelists, were contemporaries 
and friends, but on one occasion they 
had a serious falling out. As gathered 
from a recent biography, this is the 
story of their quarrel: The two fa- 
mouse novelists met a.t a friend's house. 
Turgenev spoke enthusiastically 
of 


his young daughter's new English gov- 
erne'ss, mentioning that she required 
the child to mend old. ragged clothes 
to give to the poor. "Do you consider 
that good 7" demanded Tolstoy. "I cer- 
tainly do," replied Turgenev; "it makes 
the charity workers realize everyday 
needs." 
"And I think that a well- 


dressed girl with filthy, malodorous 
rag.- in her hands is acting an Insincere 
farce," commented Tolstoy. 
"I ask 


you not to say that," exclaimed Tur- 
genev, hotly. "Why should I not say 
what I am convinced is true?" retorted 
Tolstoy. "If you say that again I will 
box your ears!" Turgenev cried, white 
with rage, and rushed from the room. 
A duel was narrowly averted. After- 
ward these famous men became rec- 
onciled, and on his deathbed Turgenev 
wrote an affecting note to Tolstoy, ad- 
dressing him as "the great writer of 
our Russian land."—Outlook.

the world; with more than another 
million Americans In training for the 
earae great contest; with the subma- 
rine menace finally overcome, the 
"bridge across the Atlantic" completed 
and Its maintenance assured by ttie 
tremendous amount of shipbuilding ac- 
complished and underway ; with quan- 
tity and quality production of airplanes 
and artillery announced; with huge 
crops in prospect, and finally with the 
nation solidly behind the government 
in its plans for the prosecution of the 
war to a victorious finish, the people 
of thex United States very properly 
made the celebration of the Fourth of 
July the greatest celebration In the 
history of the country. 
No task HO 


great and glorious ever before con- 
fronted them, no more lofty Idealism 
ever inspired them to perform 
the 


task, never was their confidence in 
their power so absolute. 


With reason, too. wan the national 


holiday celebrated by the allies of 
America, and especially gratifying wn.« 
the fact that tne day was made a na- 
tional hnli(la> by many of the Latin- 
American republics for that Indicates 
that the unreasonable jealousy 
mxl 


fear of the United States some of them 
have entertained H naming away. 


Though last Thursday was not so 


noisy as the old-time Fourths, then*

but to read President Wilson's Inde- 
pendence day address at the tomb of 
Washington. In which it was voiced 
most eloquently. 
"There can be but 


one Issue." declared the 
president. 


"The settlement must be final. There 
can be no compromise. 
No halfway 


decision would be tolerable. No half- 
way decision Is conceivable." He thus 
put our great objects to a single sen- 
tence: "What we seek la the reign of 


law. 
based upon the consent of the gov- 


erned and sustained by the organized 
opinion of mankind." In less formal 
language, the Huns must be whipped 
to a frazzle, for until they are their 
rulers will ndt accept such a peace as 
the allies will grant, and the people of 
Germany and Austria, with too few ex- 
ceptions, are like sheep. 


In the absence of any great military 


operations on the French and Italian 
fronts last week attention was largely 
directed toward Russia. 
What shall 


be done to aid that distracted country 
is a problem still unsolved, and It Is 
made more difficult by the laejc of re- 
liable information as to what Is going 
on there. The reports of the downfall 
of the bolshevik! and the re-establish- 
ment of the monarchy with Grand 
Duke Nicholas as c*ar. which came 
through the always unreliable German 
sources of news, were given little 
credit, but It appears to be the truth 
that Grand Duke Michael Is co-operat- 
ing with the Czerho-Slovak forces in 
Siberia nnd that they are establishing 
th'elr rule In that country. The CtraJn- 
lan telegraph bureau at Kiev says Ml- 
chaH has been proclaimed czar and Is 
marching toward Moscow.

The French started off the week with 


an Important advance between Sols- 
sons and Chateau Thierry, capturing 
a commanding ridge and other points 
that the Germans had organized as the 
jumping off place for their next attack. 
The British moved their line fdrward 
northwest of Albert, but after several 
counter-attacks they were compelled 
to withdraw to their former positions. 


On Independence day the Austral- 


ians, assisted by some Americans, took 
the town of Hamfl and neighboring 
woods, and the French cut through the 
enemy lines near Autreches. 


Observers at the front believed the 


Germans were about ready to launch 
another great Wow. perhaps the great- 
est of all. despite their terrific losses 
since the beginning of the offensive 
on March 21, estimated nt 800.000. The 
opposing forces there are now nearly 
or quite equalized by those losses and 
the arrival of more Americans, and the 
allied commanders and troops have 
not the least doubt of the solidity of 
their lines of defense. 


The Italians continued their bril- 


liant work last week, nnd the Austrl- 
ans suffered accordingly. 
The latter 


were gathering their force* for new 
attacks In the mountain region, hut 
Oeneral Diaz struck there first, and In 
a fierce battle won the 
formidable 


heights of Monte del Rosso. Monte dl 
Val Bella and the Col dl Chelo. These 
mountains on the northern edge of the 
Aslago plateau and Just west of the 
Brenta river, are of great strategic Im- 
portance. Their capture put the Ital- 
ians In the strongest possible position 
to meet the expected offensive. In 
which German troops were expected 
to take part. The Italians also kept 
up a continuous series of attacks on 
the enemy along the Plave. and on 
Wednesday they forced their way for- 
ward across the partly flooded ground 
near the mouth of the river.

The service of a ship is limited 
by the distance it traverses and it will 
require more than twice the ship ton- 
nage to move wheat from the Argen- 
tina than from our Atlantic ports.

Fighting the war resolve* itself in no 
alight degree upon time, distance and 
ships. The tragic ship shortage is re- 
flected in recent orders cutting down 
American imports.

CHAUTAUQUA AT ALMOND 


The annual chautauqua of the vill- 


age of Almond, presented by the 
Lincoln bureau, opened last Friday 
and will be concluded this evening with 
a lecture by Lincoln McConnell. One 
of the interesting features of the ser- 
ies of entertainments was the address 
of Lieut. McDonald of the Canadian 
Expeditionary Forces. Lieut. McDon- 
ald enlisted in 1914 and was only re- 
cently invalided home. Appearing in 
uniform he told of his experiences at 
th" front and emphasized the point 
that most of the Americans who go 
across to fight are coming back. To 
prove this he cited the fact that out 
of 500.000 Canadians who have gone 
over, only 17.000 have- met death. As 
might be imagined, Lieut. McDonald 
has no use for the Germans, and he 
is not at all backward about saying 
so. Fair sized crowds are attending 
the chautauqua, which has been an 
annual attraction at Almond for sever- 
al years. It is noticeable, however, 
according to a resident of the village, 
that the afternoon entertainments are 
attended almost entirely by women and 
children, while the number of men at 
the eveniriT performances is decidedly 
limited.
